A mere 50 years ago the Ne- 
gro population of South Carolina 
was 58.4 percent. In 1940 it was 
42.9 percent. The estimate for 
1950 is about 42.5 percent. In- 
dustry has come to help hold 
some who otherwise would have 
left the State. This figure com- 
pares, for example, with Geor- 
gia’s percentage of roughly 34 
percent and Mississippi's 49.5. 
Only nine of South Carolina’s 46 
counties have less than 30 per- 
cent Negro population; while 22 
have more than 50 percent. 

Our Southern politics are enor- 
mously complex, arising out of 
the economic and social crises of 
the past, but whatever portion of 
our political anatomy it is the 
student would examine, he will 
find somewhere in it the problem 
of race.

A New Attack 
On County Manager 


Less than two weeks ago the people 

of Fulton County voted three-to-one in 
favor of the County Manager System. 
' It was the second favorable vote on 
the Manager Plan in four years, result- 
ing in by far a greater majority of ap- 
proval than the first. 

Though the vote this year was unnec- 

y—having been called at the instiga- 
tion of county commissioners jealous of 
the manager’s authority—it served to em- 
phasize the satisfaction of the county 
with the manager. 


Obviously, the people had a right to 
believe that a second indorsement—espe- 
cially one so overwhelming—would result 
in a change in the attitude of county com- 
missioners who have been harassing the 
manager and hindering his functions since 
he assumed office some two years ago. 

But the people were mistaken. 

Because all were not present when the 
matter was brought up, commissioners 
yesterday deferred until the next meet- 
ing a proposal by Commissioner Jack 
Towns that the county manager’s salary 
be reduced from $17,500 annually to $12,- 
500 and that other salaries be raised. 


If this proposal had any indication of 
being an honest attempt to revise salary 
schedules we would le hesitant of criti- 
cism. 

But that is not the case. It is merely 
another attack, an oblique one this time, 
upon the county manager. When the 
voters approved the Manager System in 
the June 28 primary they took into con- 
sideration Commissioner Towns’ heated 
campaign against the county manager. 
Mr. Towns made the manager’s salary an 
issue. The people weighed the salary 
against the savings which the manager 
has effected and the efficiency he has 
created and decided against Mr. Towns. 

But the issue is not the $17,500 salary 
paid Mr. Fuller.

What effect the draft will have is not 
yet clear.

Colleagues Give 
George a Hand 


WASHINGTON — Senator George's over- 
whelming victory in the Georgia primary last 
week was a source of much gratification to his 

colleagues in the upper chamber, where he long has been esteemed 
as one of its outstanding members. 

When the Senator made his first speech on the floor after his 
return from voting in the State he received a constant stream of 
congratulations. One by one any number of other Senators walked 
over to his desk on the frant row of the Democratic side to felici- 
tate him on the remarkable showing he made in not losing a single 
Georgia county. 

Capitol observers have been quick to point out that, with the 
new six-year term for which he has been nominated the senior 
Georgia Senator appears to be headed for a record of some kind 
in continuous service. 

Only one other present member, Senator Kenneth McKellar, of 
Tennessee, has a longer record of service than Senator George. 
McKellar came to the Senate on March 4, 1917, while George fol- 
lowed five years later in 1922. If the Georgian serves out the new 
term for which he has been nominated, he will have been a mem- 
ber for 34 years. McKellar, whose term ends in 1952; has been a 
member for 33 years. e 

Just what the record of Senate service is was not immediately 
available, but old-timers about the capitol were of the opinion it 
would not go much beyond the years piled up by Senator McKel- 


lar and Senator George. . 

Tax Bill Since returning to Washington Senator George has 
been plunged into the heavy work of drafting the 

Senate version of the new tax revision bill just passed by the 

Lower House. As Chairman of the top ranking Finance Committee, 

the responsibility will fall his lot for whipping the bill into shape 

and guiding its passage through the Senate. 

As to what effect the Korean situation will have on the pro- 
gram for tax revision, Senator George is at present uncertain. 
He states frankly that if conditions in the Far East worsen “we 
might have to abandon the bill at any stage of the proceedings or 
hold it in abeyance until the situation clarifies.” In the meantime, 
however, he said his committee would go ahead with the prelim- 
inary spadework on the measure much as had been planned, hoping 
to be able to repeal or reduce many of the excise taxes imposed as 
a wartime measure during the late conflict. 

After an opportunity to go over the Korean developments with 
top officials since his return, Senator George sounds an encouraging 
note on the score of Russian intervention. He does not think the 
Russians will intervene directly, but even so believes we will have 
a long haul ahead of us in pushing the invading Communists out 
of South Korea. According to his estimate, it will probably be next 
Spring before we are able to clean up the mess. 


f Senator Richard B. Russell, who holds 
Reverses at Start the No. 2 vosition on the important 
Senate Armed Services Committee, takes a similar view of the 
situation. Usually one of the best informed members of the Senate 
on military affairs, he thinks we are in for some reverses at the 
start and says we will have to build up our position before we are 
able to strike effective blows. 

Russell said that thousands of the North Korean troops are 
veterans of the Chinese Communist fighting, and in many cases 
are using our own equipment which was captured from the 
Nationalist forces. 

We are in for plenty of trouble, the Georgia junior Senator be- 
lieves, if the China Communists lend aid to the North Koreans. 
He sees more danger of this than of Russian intervention. The 
Russians, he feels, will keep hands off, except for sending military 
equipment and supplies to the invading Communists. 

Senator Russell strongly upholds the apparent decision of the 
President not to accept the offer of the Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment to send troops to aid us in driving the Communists out of 
South Korea..To do that, he warns, would be to wave a red flag 
in the face of the Chinese Communists and provoke them to enter 


the fight. 

: 3 On the other hand, he is urging that 
Give Them the Lie n de everything to bring all possible 
assistance from the other United Nations countries, chiefly as a 
means of giving the lie to the propaganda line being put out 
in Moscow. The Soviets are claiming, of course, that the whole 
trouble in Korea was started by acts of aggression on the part of 
the South Koreans. They are accusing us of being aggressors in 
coming to the aid of the invaded country.

Keep calm, avoid hysteria about

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Tobacco Curing in 
Southwest Georgia

BAINBRIDGE, July 7—Something new has been added to the 
fascinating scene of the tobacco harvest at Viola No. 2 farm of the 
American Sumatra Tobacco Company, near Attapulgus. 

“String machines” are being used to string the luxuriant 
leaves of shade tobacco onto sticks for hanging in the barn. 
The string machine is startlingly simple in appearance, with a 

frame t reminds you of a clothes rack; but the quick magic 
that it forms won't allow your attention to consider general ap- 
pearance for very long. 

As the string comes out of the machine in two strands, it is 
automatically crossed over in a twist and the stems of the tobacco 
leaves are inserted into these twists at an amazingly rapid rate of 

. Each leaf passes on down until the string 
is filled and then one of the two Negro women 
who operate the machine fastens it to a stick 
for hanging in the barn. 

At Viola there are five of these machines 
lined up down the center of the barn, giving a 
strange appearance to a scene where, tradition- 
ally, all stages of the complicated process have 
been done by hand. 

Eugene Williams, Superintendent of the farm, 
says the five machines string an average of 1,200 
sticks a day, while 800 sticks a day was a high 
average when stringing was done by hand. Each

The harvest of the shade tobacco crop is at 
its height now and if creates a scene peculiar to 
this immediate section of Southwest Georgia and 
Northwest Florida, for this is the only area in the South where 
shade tobacco is successfully grown. The only other section in the 
United States is the Connecticut River Valley, where the crop 
comes off much later. 

The total acreage of this entire shade tobacco area is 
about 6,000 acres of the world’s finest cigar wrapper tobacco 
‘from which 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 pounds will be shipped all . 
over the world. :

Corporation has about 350 acres under shade in Decatur County, | 


approximately 800 acres in Gadsden County, Florida, and 150 acres 
in Grady County in the immediate vicinity of Calvary, Ga., which 
is an extension of the Florida acreage. 

The shade tobacco crop furnishes full-time employment for 
around 15,000 laborers and, at the top peak, around 18,000 or more. 
The pay roll for laborers averages $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 a year. 

An average year’s crop will bring $18,000,000 to $20,000,000, 
at a conservative estimate. 

Approximately 12,000 tons of high-grade fertilizer is used each 
year on the whole Shade tobacco area, and the cotton cloth used 
to construct the shades uses up 6,000 to 7,000 bales of cotton. 

A trip to a seed bed early in the year when thousands of tiny 
little plants are protected by a shade covered completely with 
tobacco cloth, and another trip at this time of the year when the 
plants have gfown to be more than seven feet tall, defy your belief 
that such luxuriant plants, with 18 or 20-inch leaves of green 
velvet, can be grown off in such a short while. 

Under most shades, the leaves have been primed (gath- 
ered) about.a third of the way up the stakks. From appear- 
ance it would seem that the harvest has only begun, but a 
greater part of the leaves that are left are only “suckers” 
which haxe no value in the production of fine cigar wrapper 
tobacco. 

This seems a tragic waste of leaves that have been grown at a 
tremendous cost of money and labor and makes the observer wish 
for a discovery of a use for them that would be profitable in 
* with their cost. 

xperimentation by tobacco farmers and government agrono- 
mists in this. area has paid off well. A few years ago a visitor 
to the farms was shocked at the sight of huge green worms and 
aphids having picnics on the tender leaves. Now there is no evi- 
dence of these pests. The shades are dusted by airplanes using 
improved formulae concocted as a result of ex- 
perimentation on these very same farms. 

Winding roads lead to the tall tobacco barns 
which are scattered over the farms as near the 
shades as is practical under a system that calls 
for rotation of the crop every few years. On 
these roads a visitor passes teams drawing drag 
boxes filled with tobacco leaves being carried 
to the barns for storage. 

While Viola farm is experimenting with the 
stringing machine, in other barns Negro women 
are stringing leaves by hand. The rapid pace at 
which they thread their needles and pierce the 
stems of the leaves seems faster-than-human. 
They begin their training at an early age. 

: The men and boys who hang the sticks 

of tobacco in the tops of the barn seem 

not to tire of the constant bending, reach- 

ing and stretching. They stand with firm 

footholds along the rafters at different 

levels in the barn, forming a “human chain” from floor to 
roof, each one passing a stick up to the next with a precision 
that will never be surpassed by any machine. 

Visiting the barns, you can see tobacco in many of its stages 
ok curing. Some barns are not yet filled, some have had fires in 
them only enough to slightly wilt the leaves, and in others the 
leaves are turning brown from the heat of the charcoal smudge 
fires that are used to control the heat and humidity. 

The entire, never-ending process involved in raising and har- 
vesting shade tobacco is one of the greatest evidences of patience 
and faith that can be found. In good years the farmers are well 
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paid for their efforts, but a-little quirk of nature as simple as too 


much or too little rain, a heavy wind storm or hail storm, can in a 
short while erase a whole year’s work. You seldom hear of a man 
who has been “raised in tobacco” giving up. Their utter faith and 
trust in God and their innate love of their life’s work form an 
infallible combination.
